._. We, your Committee on County Roads, beg leave to report as 
follows : 


In visiting the different construction works in the system we 
have found everything progressing very satisfactory. The mainten- 
ance work is being spread fairly well over the County. The work 
on Roads Nos. 21, 20, and 2A has been‘held up this fall on‘ account 
of early wet weather. but expect it to be resumed next Spring as 
soon as the weather permits. 


Machinery has been purchased as recommended ‘and trucks 
nsed for long distance haul for material. This we find far more 
economical than the same work done by teams, and «consider that 
more of them could be used with advantage in the system. 


We have visited other Counties and by comparison we are-con 
vinced that the expenditure on Road No. 86 is justified, and’ that 
Water Bound Macadam Construction will not stand up under heavy 
traffie.

By-Law No. 499 


With respect to Highway Improvement in the Village of Port 
Dover. 


WHEREAS, under and by virtue of the Act and amendments 
thereto for the Improvement of Public Highways, R. 8S. O., 1914, 
Cap. 40, and under By-Law No. 435 of the County of Norfolk, the 
County Council may from time to time by By-Law make such 
grants as may be necessary and equitable for the improvement of 
highways or portions of highways in villages or towns not separat- 
ed from the County, and which are extentions of or from direct 
connections between different portions of County Roads. 

AND WHEREAS the Village of Port Dover proposes to im- 
prove the road hereinafter mentioned, and has asked the County 
Council for a grant for the purpose. 

AND WHEREAS the County Council by the said By-Law 
No. 435 of the County of Norfolk is empowered to grant to the 
said Village an amount not exceeding the sum of the Provincial 
Grant thereon and the taxation paid by the municipality under the 
said By-Law. 

AND WHEREAS it is estimated that the proposed improve- 
ment of said extension of road in said Village of Port Dover will 
cost $20,000. 

AND WHEREAS to entitle the said Village toa grant of 
$20,000 the taxation to be paid by the Village of Port Dover is 
$12,000. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk as follows : 

1.—That a grant be made to the Village of Port Dover of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars for the improvement of an extension of 
the County Road System in the said Village, which road is designat- 
ed as follows : 

Commencing at the intersection of Road No. 12, as laid out in 
Schedule ‘‘A” of By-Law 485; thence Southerly in the Village of 
Port Dover to the foot of Main Street.

AND WHEREAS for the purpose of building Bridges on said - 
County Road System it is necessary to borrow the sum of $35,000 
on the credit of the Corporation, and to issue Debentures therefor 
bearing interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, which is 
the amount of the debt intended to be created by this By-Law.
